Twenty years ago, in 1915, there 
was just one respectable restaurani 
in New York in which women were 
permitted to smoke. In the mezzan- 
ine gallery of the old Cafe Martin, at 
26st Street and Broadway, a lady 
might light a cigarette but she would 
be thrown out of any other restaur- 
ant or hotel in New York if she dar- 
ad to light one.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


The Editor, 

Dear Sir:—Of the reform propos- , 
als of the Federal Government which | 
have been brought before Parliament 
at the present time, the most impor- 
tant is that of unemployment insur- 
ance. The House is generally in fa- 
‘or of this legislation, as it has bee: 
proposed for many years. It is not 
like something that has not been ; 
tried before, for Great Britain devel-' 
oped such a scheme as far back as| 
1911, and many European countries 
followed her action within a deciuc.

ing, fishing, lumbecring, bark ng, C

Act will not be received by the bene- 
ficiaries until they Lave paid into the 
fund for forty weeks, and then they 
can get six dollars a week for seven- | 
ty-eight days if need be. Some think 
that it will add to the cost of prices 
and taxation, and no douht this will 
be the case, as manufacturers will in- 
clude the additional charges to the 
cost of their goods. At the same 
time, when employees begin to draw 
on the general insurance pool, the ef- 
fect will be to relieve the relief situ- 
ation, amd thereby ease up on taxa- 
tion, or, in other words, the legisla- 
tion will at first increase taxation, 
and later decrease it. So far as taxa- 
tion is concerned, it will make little; 
difference in the long run but there 
will be this advantage, that the Act 
will enable action to be taken in 
times of prosperity to help carry the 
load in times of difficulty. Further- 
more, the people who are_ insured, 
and at a later time lose their jobs 
temporarily will be in a position to
